WASHINGTON—Th.- post-war r<v 
organization of th** army marks a 
new era in the military history of 
the country,. Secretary Baker de­ 
clares in his. annual report, made 
.public today, ‘as it provides an ef­ 
fective model on which great arm­ 
ies could be swiftly built in times 
of emergency. 
^ 
Reviewing the military activities 
of ihe nation since 1776, Secretary 
Baker says «hat although the Unit- 
* ed States was “the most lienee lov­ 
ing of all nations” ii had been en­ 
gaged in major domestic or foreign 
wars about one out of every' four 
pearls during that period and that 
the military power of the country 
had been in active use in war or 
military operations of some kind 
about three out of every four years. 
“It is apparent, 
therefore, * that 
while we do not need a great stand­ 
ing army we must live In the world 
as It is while we struggle to make 
it what it should be,” Mr, Baker 
says. “ We must have & body of 
trained men large enough in num­ 
bers to be an effective working 
model upon which great armies can 
be swiftly built in event of emerg­ 
ency. 
“A justice loving people may be 
forced by tragic necessity to re­ 
sort to war, but it has no right to 
ask its song to fight its battles out- 
armed and outshielded by an ad­ 
versary.” 
In studying the lessons of the 
World War the War Department had 
proceeded on the accepted theory 
that the infantry remained the back­ 
bone of the army, the report said, 
although the importance of other 
arms of the service had been great­ 
ly increased by the swift develop­ 
ments of war.

THE POISON IN THE FOUNTAIN 
That the thinking world is becoming alarmed at the 
unprecedented wave of crime that sweeps the earth to­ 
day is evident when one begins to read current publi­ 
cations. Religious and educational journals are now de­ 
voting much space to a sober discussion of the startling 
increase in crime and are speculating on the causes of 
the increase in lawlessness. Some of these journals af­ 
firm that the moral tone of the world has broken down 
completely. Others argue in a more hopeful spirit that 
the present wave of lawlessness is but the reflex of the 
abnormally high tension of the war period. 
Most of the thinkers who discuss crime conditions 
mention specifically the loosening of the marriage obli­

So far in the history of the world we have not been 
furnished any better rules and principles of right living 
to avoid crime than those embodied in the command­ 
ments. It is recorded that God spoke to the children of 
Israel through Moses, in part, as follows: “Hear, O 
Israel: The Lord our God is one Lord. And thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all thine heart, and thou 
shalt teach them diligently unto thy children and shalt 
talk of them when thou sittest in thine house, and when 
thou walkest by the way and when thou Hest down, and 
when thou risest up and thou shalt bind them for a sign 
upon thine hand, and they shall be as frontlets between 
thine eyes. And thou shall write them upon the post of 
thine house and on thy gates.” 
There is no equivocation in such a law as th at Obey1 
the law and live: forget it and die. Such is the impera­ 
tive command of its author.. When we lived in the spirit 
of such a law and obeyed it to the limit of our ability we 
had no cause to worry over the prevalence of crime. But 
we have forgotten the challenge of its teaching. We have 
ignored its precepts. We no longer heed it in our homes 
or our schools. We rarely hear its strict declaration in 
our churches. We are engaged in many praiseworthy 
projects. But we are leaving the poison in the fountains 
of our being.

Reformers continue to urge new laws tending to curb 
the various manifestations of lawlessness. But we al­ 
ready have the only law we needed. It is the law of the 
ages given to Moses from God’s own hand at the moun­ 
tain’s summit, the law that was interpreted at Gethse- 
mane and Calvary. The law of Moses interpreted by the 
ethics of Jesus is the only antidote necessary to check 
a universal wave of crime. Let us have done with the 
childish effort to thrust the imperative duties of home 
and-fireside on to the shoulders of the law makers of 
America. Let us pay some attention to the poison in *v 
fountains of crime.
